Andover Townsman 


It is with considerable reluctance that I 
resort to print to express some ideas regard- 
ing Town affairs, yet I feel there is a matter 
upon which the eyes of the townspeople 
should be focused at the present to help 
them in intelligent action in the future. 

I trust what I am writing might be under- 
stood by our officials as it is my policy to 
support whenever possible those elected to 
conduct the affairs of the town, I deprecate 
mud slinging and destructive criticism of

To appropriate a sum 
not exceeding $2500 for the purpose of 
lowering the bed of Roger’s brook from a 
point near center of the Public Park, to the 
opening of culvert at east side of Bartlet 
street and installing necessary pipes and 
retaining walls, and such other work in the 
deepening and widening of Roger’s brook as 
may be found necessary, said work to be 
done under the supervision of the Board of 
Public Works in cooperation. with the abut- 
ting owners. 5 

In the fall of 1923, a certain amount of 
work was done on the brook, details of 
which may be read in the report of the 
Board of Public Works, page 14 and 15, and 
the statement made that if what was done 
proved insufficient, it was planned to lay a 
30-inch pipe around the culvert on Chestnut 
street to increase the carrying capacity, and 
the balance of the unexpended appropriation 
was asked to complete the job.

Red Cross Arranges for Dental Clinic 


A dental clinic for the~pupils-of--the-first 
three grades in the public schools, financed 
by the Andover Branch of the American 
Red Cross through the Public Health as- 
sociation, will open the week after vacation, 
continuing for three. weeks. 

Three nurses from the Forsyth Dental 
clinic will be in attendance to examine and 
instruct between the hours of nine and 
twelve and half past one and four. There 
will be no extraction or filling, the clinic 
being only for the purpose of examination 
and instruction. 

It has been proved conclusively that 
attention to the lower grades is the only 
type of instructive dental prevention for 
school children, which is the reason for the 
restriction of the work to these three grades. 

Another interesting project undertaken 
by the. Red Cross is the classes in home 
nursing conducted at the Andover Guild by 
Miss Marie Campbell. Classes meet on 
Monday and Friday evenings of each week, 
and the two groups of twelve girls each will 
shortly finish the course of fifteen lessons 
which will prepare them for work in the home 
or the community.

A Town Forest for Andover 

President Coolidge has seen wise to 
set aside next week -as Forest Pro- 
tection Week. He has called upon the 
people of the country to take some 
positive action to prevent the present 
tremendous waste of one of our nat- 
ural resources. 


One hundred years ago, this country 

had a forest resource which looked 
almost inexhaustible. Massachusetts, 
as -well-as-the—other-states-—and—terri- 
tories had all the lumber and more than 
they could possibly hope to use. One 
hundred years ago, few people thought 
of conservation. The end cold never 
be in sight. 
’ With the growth of the country, the 
demand for lumber increased according- 
ly, but. with the increase in demand, 
there, was still little or no thought of 
approaching the end of our timber 
supply. The spreading of civilization, 
while it resulted in the cutting of more 
and more timber each year, also brought 
with it the actual destruction. of more 
woodlands. Diseases which had never 
been a very active force, became more 
powerful agents of destruction. New 
diseases were imported from foreign 
lands. Greatest of all, the menace of 
forest fires became tremendous. 

The country has at the present time, 
463,000,000 acres of forest land, of 
which about 137,000,000 acres contain 
mature timber. Each year, the red 
demon levels 10,000,000 acres of this 
land, leaves a charred, broken forest 
behind him, and destroys approximately 
$20,000,000 worth of timber property 
alone. The money value of this wood 
can, at best, be only estimated, but an 
estimate, which sets a value of only 
$2.00 per acre for timber lands seems 
more than fair for the country at large. 

These figures mean that the United 
States is facing a positive timber famine 
sometime in the next fifty years, if no 
steps are taken to renew and conserve 
our fast diminishing supply.

In the past week, the Andover depart- 
ment has responded to thirteen fires 
in the forest and brush lands of the 
town. Near Worcester, a whole town 
was razd by a fire which started in 
brush and forest land. In Wakefield, 
many acres of forest were destroyed by 
this same agency. Mutliply these few, 
reports by a thousand or two or three 
and you will have a fairly concrete idea 
of the happenings of this kind in our 
country. It becomes more _ easily 
possible to see where the figure 10,000,- 
OOO acres gets its foundation. The 
sad part of it is that a majority of these 


fires are preventable and result from 
carelessness.

A. thoughtless camping 
party, and they are so~ frequently 
responsible, can kill the results of one 
hundred years’ of na‘ure’s work in a 
few minutes by not effectively destroy- 
ing their camp-fire. Yet one can travel 
hardly anywhere these days without 
seeing a warning against just such 
carelessness, either in the shape of a 
barren blackened stretch of country, or 
a plain sign asking for carefulness: 

That is one side of the story. There 
is an equally imposing other side to it. 
Conservation may preserve the timber 
we have. It will not grow the timber 
we need. Nothing can do that but 
a universal effort to meet the situation 
in a straightforward manner. 

In Massachusetts alone, there is over 
1,000,000, acres of land which could be 
devoted to no better purpose than the 
raising of timber. Always, in countries 
where timber shortage has become a 
serious problem, forest production has 
been considered the function of govern- 
ment. It is a public duly to supply a 
public need which cannot be supplied by 
private initiative. ‘Timber must behad 
to supply our industries. Our wood 
supply in the future must come largely 
from National, State, County and 
Municipal forests. In Massachusetts, 
the town is the political unit which must 
play the most important role in the 
production of our future timber supply.

ready to plant 5,000 trees free for any 
town which will set aside a town forest 
of not less than 100 acres. All Andover 
needs is a. little initiative to start the 
ball rolling and a little farsightedness to 
see the possibilities of the project, and a 
town forest in Andover should be an 
accomplished fact. It may be a job for 
the Selectmen.

Merrimack Valley Sewage Disposal 
Report Is Made 


The report of the State Department of 
Public Health, outlining a lag tor the dis- 
posal of the sewage and manufacturing 
“ae from seventeen ¢ities and towns in 
peerrtact Valley, and for purifying the 
Merrimack river, by means of a gigantic 
trunk sewer, from Lowell to the open sea, was 
filed Friday, April 11, 

The report is a volumious document. It 
was made as a result of an investigation 
ordered by the legislature under a resolve 
passed in May of last year. The passage of 


the petition of the town of Andover for 
authority to borrow money for the con- 
struction of a sewer with an outlet into the 
Merrimack river. Haverhill objected to the 
plan of North Andover, and that raised the 
whole question of the pollution of the Mer- 
rimack river, by sewage and manufacturing 
waste and brought up the idea of a trunk 
sewer to the sea which should accomplish 
two purposes — the disposing of the sewage 
ad manufacturing wastes in the most 
sanitary way, and in the ifyi 
Merrimack river. aa 
_Dr. Eugene R. Kelley, state commis- 
sioner of public health, recommends” the 
adoption ‘of a trunk sewer scheme. The 
estimated cost of the.sewer, based on prices 
prevailing before the war is $10,000,000, and 
the estimated cost of maintenance $173,500 
per “toma

JOHN HUTTON 


John Hutton, aged 42 years, of 84 Essex 
street, was found dead in bed, Saturday 
morning at the home of a friend at 10 Maple 
avenue, where he had been spending the 
night.

MAYBIN W. BROWN 


Maybin W. Brown, for many years an 
editorial writer on the Boston Globe, who 
was killed while attempting to board a 
moving train in South Wesesuth Monday 
was born in Andover April 29, 1856. He was 
educated in the public schools of this town, 
and went to newspaper work, almost as if by 
instinct, when he was only fourteen years of 
age. “He worked for the Lawrence Eagle in 
1870; in 1877 he joined the Norfolk County 
Gazette, and in 1789 he was stationed at 
Narragansett Pier, where he did special work 
for the New York Sun. 

At one’ time in his youth he learned 
telegraphy and served as an operator in 
Panama. Later he set himself up in an 
electrical contracting business, one of his most 
famous jobs being the wiring of Keith’s 
theater. Not through his fault, the business 
failed, and in 1885 Mr. Brown joined the 
Globe staff as reporter for the Hyde Park 
district, and stayed there until 1893. 

There was a five-year interval then, during 
which he was in business. In 1898 he re- 
turned to newspaper work, joining the Globe 
again as copy reader on the night desk. In 
December of that year he was made night 
police reporter, and after a while worked at 
headquarters for the morning paper. 

Then he went to the day copy desk, 
where he continued as long as he was able 
to work regularly. At the time of his death 
he had charge of the column on the editorial 
page called “What People ‘Talk About”, 
a position that called for an extraordinary 
knowledge of unrelated topics, and a deal 
of hard work digging out the answers to the 
questions of a curious public. 

Mr. Brown was twice married. He leaves 
his wife, a brother and a married daughter. 
A sister, who died some years ago was the wife 
of Arthur Bliss, former postmaster of 
Andover.
